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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 12-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 12, 17, and 26 are deemed to be indefinite as the term "as far as possible from its 
locking position" is not determinable for infringement as this is simply a matter of hook 
dimension. 

Claim 17 is missing terms on line 1 1, rendering the claim not understandable. 
Claim 22 is incorrect in "truck" for -trunk-. 

Double Patenting 

3. Applicant is advised that should claim 12 be found allowable, claim 17 will be objected 
to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial dupHcate thereof When two claims in an 
application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, 
despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other 
as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim 17 does not limit the subcombination pivot assembly as no structural detail of the 
vehicle is positively recited, the preamble being read as intended use only. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 22, 24-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sautter, Jr. 
Note figures 13-14 and the explanation of col. 5. The driving means is a spring. 

As to claim 25, the hook goes over-center in locked position. 
As to claim 26, figure 13 shows the initial engagement at 208. 
As to claim 27, see wall 200. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentabiUty of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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8. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sautter, Jr. 
Use of a motor and worm to drive a locking hook is common knowledge in the art, 

obvious to use here to ensure engagement.

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Nakatomi et al. show a rear latch/pivot. Peters and Tame and Shimada detail pull- 
down latches.
